Resolved to Do or 


eArmy Heads 


Die, Entire Russian 
for Liao Yang. 


Battle of Magnitude Must be Fought Within a Few 
Days, and Japanese Make Ready for it by Drawing 
from Forces Besieging Port Arthur and Otherwise 
Strengthening Their Posit ions. 


A quanrers (New York) Oct. 13. 
—While Gen. Kouropatkin has 
continued to advance his entire front 
against the armies of Field Marshal 
Oyama, he bas not met with any for- 
midable opposition. However, the ex- 
pectation is that a battle of magnitude 
must be fought within a few days. 
Several positions east of that place 
have been abandoned by the Japa- 
nese. At St. Petersburg it is sur- 
mised that Field Marshal Oyama's 
forces have been weakened by the 
despatch of troops to aid Gen. Nogi in 
reducing Port Arthur and that this 
condition has afforded Gen. Kouro- 
patkin an opportunity to recover 
ground lost during August. 
LAND BLOCKADE WEAKENED. 
‘(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 10.—A dis- 
patch from the Russian headquarters 
at Mukden today says the land block 
ade of Port Arthur has been weak- 
ened; that the Japanese at Liao Yang 
have been reinforced by 15,000 men 
by way of Newchwang and that they 
expect three additional divisions in a 
few days. 

WILL WEIGH ANCHOR SOON.

KOUROPATKIN CASTS THE DIE.

ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 11, 2:15 
a.m—[{By Atlantic Cable After Mid- 
ight.) A battle upon which the fate 
of this year’s campaign in Manchuria 
depends seems only a few days ahead. 
Advices from the front are meager. 
All that is positively known officially 
is taat Gen. Kouropatkin has cast the 
die at last, about-faced his army and 
is marching resolutely against the 
enemy as if resolved to do or die. 

According to unofficial reports, 
Field Marshal Oyama, at the first sign 
of Gen. Kouropatkin taking the of- 
fensive, began drawing in his line and 
concentrating upon fortified positions 
north of Liao Yang. According to the 
latest reports, which are contained ir 
a dispatch to the Associated Press, 
from Mukden, dated at 6 o'clock to- 
nigat, the Japanese outposts are being 
driven in all along the line. 

The strategy of the forward move- 
ment will be concealed, as were the 
preparations for the advance, so that 
all surmises as to where Gen. Kouto- 
patkin intends to strike are mere 
guess work. It is not clear whether 
Gen. Kouropatkin contemplates a blow

Midgley was the first witness at the 
investigation which the Interstate 
Commerce Commission began into the 
use of cars owned by private corpora- 
tions. J. Ogden Armour, from whom 
little of value was obtained, was also 
a witness. 
“By payment of excessive mileage by 
the railroads for the use of these cars,” 
continued Midgley, “the packers are 
enabled to control the traffic and to 
peddie it out to the highest bidder. 
No one can compete with the big pack- 
ers. Their power is unlimited. The 
same thing is true of the dairy and 
fruit business, and if this thing is not 
stopped, the time will come when pri- 
vate-car interests will sidetrack all 
equipment now in use by the railroad.” 
“What is the effect of all this?” 
asked Commissioner Prouty.

ATTLES BRING 
RAINS. 


FIRING OF BIG GUNS SEEMS TO 
CAUSE PHENOMENON. 

Fact Noted in Our War With Mex- 
ico, and in the Great Civil Conflict. 
A Heevy Downpour Hes Often 
Led to Temporary Truce Between 


[Chicago Chronicie:] Ever since hos- 
tilities In the Far Bast have reached 
the stage where the great guns and 
heavy ordnance play a leading part in 
the game, the information that the op- 
erations ef the Russian and Japanese 
armies have practically come to a 
standstill owing to the “heavy raln- 
falis,”” and almost impassable roads in 
consequence thereof, is making its re- 
appearance in the daily papers at short 
intervals. Almost every dispatch from 
the seat of war bearing news of ‘this 
character ascribes this “heavy down- 
pour’ to the prevailing “rainy season,” 
and predicts that at its close the cam- 
pelgn will be continued with renew2d 


The War and Navy departments at 
Washington are close observers of 
events at the front, and among other 
points which attract their particular 
attention is that of the weather condi- 
tions accampanying the operations of 
the two forces. Official records show 
that almost every important action 
since gun, canhon and mortar have be- 
come factors in warfare, was accom- 
panied or followed by thunderstorm or 
heavy rainfalls; that, in fact, the con- 
tinueus discharge of firearms and heavy 
ordnance was the direct cause of this 
natural phenomenon, and that the time 
or season of the year had no, or at 
least little, bearing in the matter, since 
experiments and observations estab- 
lished the fact that heavy bombard- 
ments have transformed “dry seasons” 
inte veritable “seas of rain and mud.“ 
RAINS FOLLOW BUENA VISTA. 
The battle of Buena Vista. Mex, ac- 
cording to records in the War Depart- 
ment, took place on February 22 and 
23, 1847. This was in the dry season in 
that country; there had been no rain 
for several months before the batt 
and t was none for several months 
after. ree “showers, however, fol- 
lowed the firgt day's engagement, two 
ot which were specially remarkable. On 
the 23d, about one or two heurs after 
the severe cannoriading that took place 
between 8 and 10 a.m., there was a 
most violent rainfall for some ten or 
fifteen minutes. A aln in the after- 
neen, at about the same interval after 
another period of heavy cannonading, 
another violent shower of rain fell.

The Dustless Roads Company of Cel 
ifarnia claims that to put oii on a 
road without obtaining permission from 
them is to infringe upon their patent 
rights. The company demanded rvyail- 
tles from various cities and counties 
throughout the State, and in every in- 
stance met with refusal. Then litica- 
tion began, and there are suits at rres- 
ent pending against the City of Long 
Beach and the County of Sacramenio, 
besides the action now in court and in 
which a decision is now awaited on de- 
murrer. 
The demurrer was argued in the 
United States court last March by John 
H. Miller for the plaintiff company, 
Fred 8. Lyon, the patent attorney being 
also associated with him in the case; 
and by Charles 8. Rogers and J. F. 
Scrivner for the defendant corporation. 

While it is possible that Judge Well- 
born may overthrow the patent by his 
decision, that is scarcely hoped for: 
nor, indeed, would that disposition of 
the matter be the most acceptable to 
the vast interests aligned with the de- 
fendant city in the case. The demurrer 
raised only points of law involving the 
legality of the patent, under the pro- 
Visions of the Federal Statutes, and this 
without raising the question ag to 
whether there ever was any prior pub- 
lic knowledge of such use of crude oil, 
any description of such a pracess, oF 
any actual use of it for such purposes. 

The point was raised that the appli- 
cation of oil in the manner referred to 
was not an invention and not novel, 
but a monopoly contrary to public 
policy owing to its very wide scope. 


Courts are usually reluctant to de- 


clare a patent invalid on demurr 
cause it deprives the patentee of 8 
rights, and the presentation of 
such evidence as he may care to pro- 
duce when the matter is heard on its 
merits.

treated with crude oil. As time went 
on the charge demanded was dropped 
to $5, and later to half that amount. 
That was about three years ago, and 
thereafter no claim has been filed with 
the Board of Supervisors. But the 
company is credited with having said 
that when -the litigation is through it 
will about bankrupt the State. 

When it ie remembered that the 
county is using about 60,000 barrels of 
oll each season; that the city has re- 
cently closed a contract for 35,000 bar- 
rels, and that the cities throughout the 
county are using oll for the same pur- 
pose in proportionate amounts, the an- 
nual expenditure for applying oll te 
roads is seen to be very great. Each 
year, too, more roads are being oiled, 
and what is true of Los Angeles county 
is true also of almost every county in 
the State. What the sum total of roy- 
alties would be if every mile of oiled 
road in the country had to pay toll can 
only be estimated. It would foot up 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

In order to combat the claim of the 
Dustless Roads Company that the mere 
application of oll to a road is @ patent- 
ed process united action became neces- 
sary. The counties most closely con- 
cerned and the leading municipalities 
joined together in a league, so that the 
t be so distributed ag to 


enough, the city of Los Angeles re- 
fused to contribute one cent, while Po- 
mona, Covina and small 
comparison have gladly paid 
rata of expense.
